NAVY’S CASE 
ABOUT ENDED 


Practically All of Its Testimony 


Is Submitted. 


OR THE WOY FROM EUROPE 


Washington, 
July 
24.—While no 
agreement was reached by the tariff 
conferees on coal, lumber, hides, oil, 
Iron ore, the cotton schedule or wood 
pulp and print paper, it was said by 
the conferees after adjournment for 
the day that the the prospects of set­ 
tling these big questions soon were 
excellent. 
For a time it appeared that these 
so-called “national issues” might be 
disposed of by the conferees before 
the end of the day’s session. How­ 
ever, when adjournment was taken it 
was learned that the matters under 
discussion were still at issue. 
Should the conferesce complete its 
work today, it would be impossible 
to report it before Tuesday, as the 
bouse, which agreed to the confer­ 
ence on the tariff bill and therefore 
under the rules must receive it be­ 
fore the senate, adjourned until Tues­ 
day. 
Heroic measures were put intr* 
operation in an effort to compose dif­ 
ferences existing between the senate 
and house on the tariff bill and to 
carry out President Taft’s programme 
for a reduction of rates on raw mate­ 
rials. 
All except the actual conferees 
were excluded from the chamber and 
it was agreed that discussions lead­ 
ing up to a settlement of any of the 
subject familiarly termed “national 
issues” should be regarded as confi­ 
dential. All of the conferees said 
that the feelings entertained for each 
other were more pleasant than had 
been for many days. 
When A rthur B. Shelton, clerk of 
the finance committee, and William 
K. Payne, clerk of the house ways 
and means committee, were excused 
from the conference, It was under­ 
stood that votes would be taken on all 
of the subjects in dispute before ad­ 
journment for the day. As the ques­ 
tion of hides ip giving the commit­ 
tee more trouble than any other of 
the schedules that have claimed the 
attention of the president, it was dis­ 
cussed first. The discussion had not 
proceeded far before it was developed 
that the differences between the two 
houses were almost irreconcilable un­ 
less boots and shoes and other leather 
goods should be greatly reduced if 
hides were to go on the free list. 


Western Senators Protest. 
Senator Aldrich had reports from 
many 
W estern 
senators 
protesting 
against the removal of the duty on 
hides or a reduction below 
IO per 
cent ad valorem. The only terms on 
which the W estern senators would 
consent to consider the abolition of 
the duty involved the removal of the 
duty on leather goods. 
It Is under­ 
stood that the Rhode Island senator 
said that there was no use in report­ 
ing to the senate something that 
stood no chance for adoption and 
that the hide interests and the shoe 
interests m ust get together and make 
concessions if an agreement was to 
be reached. 
Discussion then turned upon the 
amount 
of 
reduction 
the 
leather 
trade could stand without serious in­ 
jury. On this subject a variety of 
opinions were expressed, many of 
which appeared to some of the con­ 
ferees to be inconsistent, considering 
the relation 
shoe leather bears to 
boots and shoes, and that harness 
bears to finished and parts of shoes. 
Soon it was developed that the con­ 
ferees would have to confer with as­ 
sociates not on the conference com­ 
mittee and therefore an adjournment 
was taken. 
After adjournment Senators Lodge 
and Crane and Representative Mc­ 
Call of Massachusetts had a long con­ 
sultation with Senator Aldrich. It is 
not known what understanding, lf 
any, was reached, but it would sur­ 
prise very few people outside of the 
conference chamber if an agreement 
is reached substantially reducing the 
duties on hides and all leather goods. 
After the duty has been fixed on 
bides and leather goods, little diffi­ 
culty is apprehended in reaching an 
- agreement to put oil on the free list 
and imposing a duty of about 45 
cents a ton on coal, a rate of $1.25 a 
thousand feet on rough lumber, with 
proportionate differentials and a rate 
of about $3 a ton on. print paper.

Annapolis, Md., July 24.—The navy 
practically has rested Its case in the 
investigation 
of the circumstance* 
surrounding the death of Lieutenant 
James N. Sutton of Portland, Ore. 
who was adjudged a suicide by the 
naval board of inquiry, which sat fol 
lowing Sutton’s death two years ago 
After a short session Commandei 
John Hood, U. S. N., president of the 
court of inquiry, adjourned the hear 
ing until Monday. With the excep 
tion of lieutenant Harold H. Utley 
and Surgeon F. C. Cook, recently at 
tached to the battleship North Caro­ 
lina and now on the way to this coun­ 
try from Europe, nearly all the re­ 
maining witnesses are considered to 
be witnesses for the interested par­ 
ties outside of the service. 
As Utley and Cook are not expect­ 
ed here before Aug. I, the inquiry 
next week will take the color of “the 
other side.” 
Major Leonard, judge advocate ot 
the court, said after adjournment that 
the witnesses on hand ought to be dis­ 
posed of by Wednesday and then ad­ 
journment taken until the absent wit­ 
nesses arrive. 
Henry E. Davis cf Washington, 
counsel for Sutton’s mother, expressed 
himself as satisfied with the develop­ 
ments in the case this week. 


Say Sutton Committed Suicide. 
So far four of Sutton’s brother offi­ 
cers in the marine corps have testi- 
field that they were present at the 
fight which started between Lieuten­ 
ants Adams and Sutton, and each one 
of them swore they saw Sutton de­ 
liberately shoot himself in a supposed 
fit of remorse after someone had said 
th at he had killed Lieutenant Koelker. 
Their description of the incidents just 
prior to the shooting have varied in 
many respects, but they all agree 
positively as to the alleged suicide. 
Colonel Charles A. Doyen, senior offi­ 
cer of the m arine barracks at that 
time, has corroborated the testimony 
of the other witnesses as far as his 
observation went. 
The testim ony of 
Surgeon George Pickrell and of Ser­ 
geant de H art contradicts the evi­ 
dence of the 
others 
on 
material 
points. 
Most of the day’s session was occu­ 
pied with the testimony of the two 
chauffeurs, William I. Owens and Ed­ 
ward 
Griffith. 
Owens 
testified 
he 
drove Sutton and a party of young 
officers from Carvel Hall hotel to the 
marine camp on the night of the 
shooting and witnessed an altercation 
and interrupted fist fight between 
Sutton and Lieutenant Adams as he 
left his passengers near the parade 
grounds adjacent to the camp. He 
was told to “beat it,” he said, came 
back to town and did not learn of the 
shooting until the next morning. 
Griffith, who had driven Lieutenant 
Potts and another officer to the camp 
Just ahead of Owens, testified he met 
the Sutton party on his way back. He 
did not see any fight or hear any loud 
words, he said. 
His testimony in 
other details 
corroborated that of 
Owens.

doned the older Nieholi, and per­ 
mitted his return to the city of Kieff 
and to mingle with tile good people 
once more.

man in the world save his father from 
many years of prison life, and as­ 
sisted him in assuming his place iii 
society—an incident th a t proves the 
contention that every person born 
into this world is created for a pur­ 
pose, and God, iii his wisdom, may 
have created diminutive Prince Ni­ 
eholi to prove the innocence of ilia 
father.
